DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 3-10 and 13-27 are cancelled. 

Claims 1-2 and 11-12 (renumbered as 1-4 respectively) are patentable. 

The entire prior-art combination disclosed (in previous office-action) fails to anticipate or 
render the claimed limitations in combination with all the recited limitations of the disclosed 
independent claims obvious (viewed the entire claim as a whole), over any of the prior art of 
record, alone or in combination. 

Consequently, the disclosed independent claims are allowed on behalf of above-discussed 
reasons, and also preserved via Applicants arguments and remarks filed on 07/15/2008 as well. 
Since the disclosed dependent claims are dependant on one of the above independent claims, 
therefore they are also patentable.
